tersburg, gave the above as-surances, 
adding (hat wjlle the Russian Gov- 
ernment at the time of the cabling was 
still withput official knowledge, from 
its own sources, of the occurrence In 
the North Sea, it feels so certain It 
was an error, that it wishes a-t once to 
express its regret and assures 
the 


British government that full compensa- 
tion will be made as soon as the de- 
tails are received.

tion of the offense. The First Lord 
of the Admiralty thus fully confirmed 
the Associated Press advices of yes- 
terday morning.

Oakland is one of the few large cities in the .country from which 


the pernicious trading stamp" has been completely driven. 
By con- 


cert of action the merchants in every line of business have discarded 
a device that is in the nature of a fraud on the public and which is an 
unqualified nuisance to business men who propose,to give their cus- 
tomers one hundred cents worth of goods for every dollar expended in 
their establishments. 
This cannot be done under the trading stamp 


system. In the end the customer pays the amount of the stamp re- 
bate in added prices for his go<? Is. This is no advantage to either cus- 
tomer or merchant, hence the .rading stamp device is a hocus-pocrs 
that is intended to deceive the public with the idea that something is 
to be had for nothing. 


Having been once driver out of the city, the trading stamp 


should never be permitted to gain another foothold here. It should 
be kept out in the interc st of fair dealing. It cannot benefit customers, 
and it does interfere w.th the principle of fair play between business 
men. 
It is much :o th: clisad-\ antage of the merchant who transacts 


business strictly on the square , and common sense teaches that the 
merchant \\ho is strictly square with his patrons gives the best bai- 
gains and is in every i ay the safest man to deal with. Illegitimate 
devices and irregular methods are invariably to the disadvantage of 
the customer, who is deceived by pretenses v\hich prove to be false 
and are merely baits for the credulous and unsophisticated. 


It is necessary to say a word on this subject because an energetic 


attempt is being made to again bring tho trading stamp m use in Oak- 
land. The attempt should be irowned down. It should be emphati- 
cally condemned by both the trading public and the mercantile com- 
munity. The local commercial bodies have set their faces against it, 
and the public should co-operate with their efforts to enforce equity 
and fair play in business. 


The trading stamp is out of Oakland now; let it be kept out per- 


manently. Its essence is a scheme to gain trade by offering a faV e 
rebate. 


A Foolhardy Defiance. 


The Czar's merry, merry tars appear to have fired on the British 


fishing boats in much the same spirit that prompts a boy to hurl a 
stone at-a flock of birds. The more the matter is sifted, the more it 
appears that the firing was the result of a drunken frea c or a reckless 
and foolhardy desire to bid defiance to the British. In other words 
later developments indicate it to have been an intent onal insult to 
the British nation. It will not cause war, but it will cause the Russian 
Government to drink humiliation to the dregs that hostilities may be 
averted. In the present situation the Czar cannot affor 1 to go to war 
with Great Britain. In the event of hostilities breaking out, the Baltic 
fleet would be destroyed to a certainty and the entrance to the Gulf 
of Finland put under strict blockade, and so would the • ntrance to the 
Black Sea. The consequences would be disastrous to F ussia, which is 
already embarrassed financially and in sad plight intern illy. It is evi- 
dent that the Muscovite Government is straining every nerve to allay 
British indTgnation and secure dela>. But the singular feature of the 
affair is the neglect of the Russian admiral to report he occurrence 
or to take any steps to mitigate the barbarous and wa iton character 
of his act. However, in view of past experience with Russian diplom- 
ac), it is not impossible that the St. Petersburg autho ities are with- 
holding information and are pretending ignorance till hey can get a 
plausible story cooked up.
